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“orue and False Religions 


Highlights from a sermon delivered at the 
Alabama state convention by 


BROTHER J. B. ELLIS 


IHERE has been a battle between true 
and false religions from the days of 
Cain and Abel until this present time, 
and will continue to the end of the age. 
We will briefly notice a few pagan re- 
ligions such as Brahmanism, Mohammed- 
ism, and Hinduism. These forms of re- 
ligion all seek to correct inward condi- 
tions by conforming to outward princi- 
ples. Take the Hindu, who seeks to ap- 
pease the wrath he feels hanging over his 
soul. He begins from the extremity of his 
kingdom to perform a series of perform- 
ances that will appease the wrath of the 
one he feels he has somehow grieved. He 
proceeds by stretching himself on the 
ground from toe to finger tips, making 
a mark and proceeding in the same way 
until he has gone over the entire terri- 
tory of his kingdom until he has reached 
what he thinks to be the Holy Ganges 
River. By this long process he hopes to 
become holy in heart and have the favor 
of God on his soul. Finding no relief he 
often proceeds to another extreme in his 
religious career to find relief. He takes 
his child and throws it into the Ganges 
to appease the wrath of his god. Feeling 
no better he proceeds to torture his body 
by lying on iron spikes for months and 
years, in order to please his god. Often 
he goes to the desperate extreme, throw- 
ing his body from the walls of a room 
with hooks hanging from ropes provided 
for further torture, and often ends his 





* 
career in death, none of which bring 
peace to his troubled soul. 


All forms of religion that seek to rec- 
tify inward conditions by conforming to 
such outward forms fail to bring satis- 
faction to the heart. This is true of all 
pagan and false religions. That which dif- 
ferentiates the Christian, or true religion, 
from false or pagan religions, is that the 
work is begun on the inside of the heart 
by radical inward changes of the heart 
which produces changes in the life and 
brings peace to the soul. 


Another form of false religion is a 
claim of true religion that operates on 
the same project as pagan religion, and 


which seeks to satisfy the demand of the 
soul by conforming to outward perform- 
ances. This, we will notice in the history 
of true religion from the days of Cain 
and Abel all down through Christian his- 
tory until this day, and will continue so 
until the end of the age. The conflict of 
true religion is not a battle against the 
world, but against formal religion. 


We will begin with Cain and Abel, the 
boys of the first happy family. We see 
them starting out in life having had the 
same religious training in their home. 
Each built an altar evidently after the 
order of their parents’ worship. Each 
made a sacrifice. Each called upon the 
same God for acceptance. One went down 
in failure and the other was a glorious 
success. The final climax of the whole 
affair resulted in the death of righteous 
Abel at the hands of his brother and thus 
the battle started between true and false 
religion. 


In the case of Abraham and Lot we 
find the same condition prevailing. Abra- 
ham, finding he could not proceed farther 
with his nephew, suggested a separation. 
He demonstrated his faith and confidence 
in God to guide, protect, and provide for 
him by giving Lot the privilege of taking 
his choice of the country in which they 
were to travel. When Lot saw that the 
plain country would be more profitable 
to him financially, he allowed it to influ- 
ence him in his choice. Seeing that the 
plain was a fertile country he chose it 
as his possession and pitched his tent to- 
ward Sodom. He soon found himself in 
the heart of the city with an almost 
ruined family, and a vexed soul. His ca- 
reer ended in awful disaster, while Abra- 
ham dwelled in the mountains under the

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Did God Name His Church?

In this little discourse I intend to go 
into the subject from a common-sense 
and Biblical standpoint. In our days we 
find hundreds of names given to dif- 
ferent churches. So many tell us that it 
is not important what name a church has, 
just so people live right is all that counts. 
Yes, you would think that God had real- 
ly forgotten to name His Church, but 
He has not. 

2 Tim. 3:16, “All doctrine is given by 
inspiration of God, and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness.” 

If we believe this scripture (and the 
Lord have mercy on us if we don’t), 
then we must accept the truth it teaches. 
I like the word “all.” It is an inclusive 
word and it says that the scripture I am 
going to bring to your remembrance is 
inspired by God. 

The name was given by the mouth of 
God and in it God is honored. As far as 
I am able to understand the Word of 
God on this important subject, He did 
not bring into existence an institution. 
Matt. 16:18. (Notice Jesus said, My 
Church! He and the Father are one, John 
17:22. Therefore it is God’s Church, He 
(Jesus) is building.) Jesus prayed in 
John 17:6 and John 17:11, 12 that His 
children should be kept in His name. But 
let us go to the scripture and find out 
what its name is. 

Yes, Jesus has purchased the Church 
of God with His own blood and there- 
fore we find it named in Acts 20:28, 
Church of God; 1 Cor. 1:2, Church of 
God; 2 Cor. 1:1, Church of God; 1 Cor. 
10:32, Church of God; 1 Cor. 11:16, 
Church of God; 1 Cor. 11:22, Church 
of God; 1 Cor. 15:9, Church of God; 
Gal. 1:13, Church of God; 1 Thess. 2:14, 
Churches of God; 2 Thess. 1:4, Churches 
of God; 1 Tim. 3:5, Church of God; 1 
Tim. 3:15, Church of the living God. 

This name was used as the name of the 
literal congregation in various geographi- 
cal locations. Where the words, Church 
of God, are used it means the same 
Church of God in different locations or 


cities. It is not called the Church of God 
in an indifferent or arbitrary sense. 
There is a reason for calling it the Church 
of God. That reason was and simply is 
this, it is the Church of God, therefore, 
it is only called what it really is. It is 
the Church of God. The name honors 
God and shows whose Church it is. 


One thing particularly noticeable 
about the name given in the scriptures 
for the Church is that we do not find the 
names given of well-known organizations. 
Of course, each of them claim to be the 
Church of God. If they are the Church 
of God, then why not admit the name? 
What is the necessity of an additional 
name? No other name was necessary in 
the Bible. And most of them admit that 
the Bible is inspired by God and that we 
must believe it if we wish to make our 
home in heaven. They also say they will 
accept it from cover to cover. Well, here 
is a little gold that is contained within 
the covers of the Bible. 1 John 1:7, “If 
we walk in the light, as he is in the light, 
we have fellowship one with another, 
and the blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin.” 

Now since I have referred to so many 
scriptures in which the Church of God 
is named, and as I see it, some other good 
thoughts, and have also presented a sound 
argument in answer to the question, did 
God name His Church? men and women 
who read this ought to accept the light. 
Some people think that when we speak of 
light God is going to flash a great ball of 
light in front of their faces. Light only 
comes by acceptance of the guide, John 
16:13, and through your study of the 
Word, 2 Tim. 2:15. This coupled with 
your willingness to do the Word, James 
1:22, and not just hear or read, will re- 
sult in knowledge of the doctrine, John 
7:17. And finally, praise the name of the 
Lord, we come to the realization that we 
have accepted the whole truth, even the 
Bible name God gave to His precious 
Church. Maybe the name doesn’t impress 
some people, but praise God, it impresses 
me.

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Believers and According to Mark 16:17, “Signs shall follow 

Signs them that believe.” In the order of common 
events succeeding one’s conversion, there are 
those things which will manifest the experience which has 
been received. As one continues to walk in faith those things 
which the Master predicted would follow in his life will fol- 
low. But Christianity is not of manifestations, neither is pure 
and undefiled religion of signs. In so placing it one is placing 
“the cart before the horse.” Manifestations are rather of the 
Christian life, and signs are to follow believers. However, in 
no place in the Scriptures has Christ or His holy apostles 
taught that believers were to follow signs. 

The spirit of showmanship is not the Spirit of Christ. The 
Spirit of Christ is the spirit of wisdom, a wisdom that is from 
above. Earthly wisdom may be egotistic and promote show- 
manship, “But the wisdom which is from above is first pure, 
then peaceable, gentle, and easy to be intreated, full of mercy 
and good fruits, without partiality, and without hypocrisy,” 
James 3:17. The spirit and policy of the modern “snake hand- 
ling” movement possesses none of these qualities but boasts 
and lives upon a spirit of showmanship. 

A request for prayer by a very much discouraged saint was 
recently laid on the Editor’s desk. The discouragement, it was 
stated in the testimony, was due to the fact that she had not 
spoken in tongues for three weeks. It is indeed comforting and 
consoling to know that the Spirit of God is speaking through 
lips of clay and we are also posi- 


teachers and administrative officers in America’s public 
elementary and _ secondary schools is $1,146,460,400, far 
greater than that of any two great business corporations com- 
bined.” We are further told that, “In addition to these figures 
***that the total value of America’s public educational plant 
(covering only capital invested in buildings and equipment) is 
more than six and one-half billion dollars. Moreover, the 
value of property and endowments of private schools, colleges, 
universities and professional schools totals more than twelve 
billion dollars. Thus our nation raises by taxation and otherwise 
an unbelievable sum to carry on the great task of giving to 
those of our nation a literary education. 

I once heard a man say that Christianity and education did 
not mix. However, I am positive that observation as well as a 
knowledge of the history of Christianity will show quite the 
contrary. 

Jesus taught by example the need of religious education, 
when He chose those who were to become the foundation char- 
acters in building the Church of God, and gave them three years 
of theological training before He sent them forth to preach the 
everlasting gospel. Indeed some of them were ignorant, un- 
learned fishermen when He chose them, but when the Christ 
had finished with them, they had acquired sufficient knowledge 
that He could say unto them, “But the Comforter* **shall*** 
bring all things to your remembrance, whatsoever I have’ said 
unto you.” 

Well might the Church of God have observed education 
week. Her progress from the first term January 1, 1918, with 
a class of six, to the present time with the beautiful panorama 
of buildings at Sevierville in the foothills of the Smoky Moun- 
tains has indeed been great. But our progress in education 


should be as great in proportion, and even greater than any 


other institution on the earth. 

Twenty years ago, John Elward Brown, then forty years old, 
turned from work as an evangelist in the Methodist Episcopal 
church to launch a new kind of college. He was convinced that 
the majority of students in the colleges were educated for white 
collar professions such as law, the ministry, medicine, etc., when 
only fifteen per cent of them would fit into or could be ab- 
sorbed by those professions. Accordingly he founded a vocation- 
al education school. After twenty years of operation, his school 
has grown until today it has its own garage, electric shop, ma- 
chine shop, irrigated gardens, publishing house, bank, Jersey 
herd, and a 5000-watt radio station. Value of the school’s as- 
sets are between three and four million dollars. The student 
body numbers 500, and about 5,000 prospective students are 
turned away each year.

The secret of prayer is the cooperation 
between the human soul and the Divine 
Spirit.

Again I asked the messenger to tell us 
all about Joh Fuh Loo, for by now many 
Chinese had come to see and hear what 
news the man brought as the report had 
gone out by: the village watchmen that 
a man came over the hills running from 
the north. This alone put fear in them, 
so we did not have to ask but some were 
willing to take us by donkey to the sick 
man. 


What a sight!—a poor, sad, heart- 
broken soul; many idols, the odor of the 
burning paper and incense. All was dark, 
the windows being pasted up with paper 
and the door closed. Fear—fear would 
get the best of many a soul. 

In the name of Jesus we walked in, 
but what a change in the man! There was 
no cursing this time. He took me by the 
hand and asked forgiveness. He told us 
the way Jesus came to him and that now 
he knew his wrongs, then he broke out 
in a cry of pity. It touched my heart and

as I opened my Bible my eyes fell on Psa. 
115 and I read it. The silence was broken 
by the sick man who said, “Oh, read it 
again.

In Luke 
18:1 we are told that “men ought always 
to pray and not to faint.” Also in James 
§:16 we are told that “the effectual fer- 
vent prayer of a righteous man availeth 
much.” James 5:17, 18, said, “Elias was 
a man subject to like passion as we are, 
and he prayed earnestly that it might not 
rain: and it rained not on the earth by 
the space of three years and six months. 
And he prayed again, and the heaven 
gave rain, and the earth brought forth 
her fruit.” 

The above scriptures should encourage 
everyone to pray. The scripture taken 
from Luke’s gospel! shows that prayer is a 
command of our Lerd, and that taken 
from the book of James shows how the 
right kind of prayer has been answered. 
Prayer is one of the most important ele- 
ments in a Christian life. We should not 
fail to pray, as those in dark Africa, In- 
dia, South America and various other for- 
eign fields. No wonder Jesus said, “The 
harvest is great but the laborers are few.” 
It seems that there is plenty of work to 
do, yet many ministers have gone back to 
their old vocation, excusing themselves 
by saying the overseers didn’t give them 
anything to do. If we pray as we should, 


God’s love will flood our souls and we 
will get a vision of the lost insomuch 
that we will be willing to sacrifice our 
time, money, talent, or anything we 
have to see the church move on. We will 
not have so much time for increasing our 
wealth in this world. Most of our time 
will be spent in an effort to lay up for 
ourselves treasures in heaven where 
neither moth nor rust’ doth corrupt, and 
where thieves do not break through and 
steal, 


Many Christians have allowed the 
cares of this life and the deceitfulness of 
riches to choke out their experience; as 
a result they have lost their fellowship 
with God and became unfruitful. 


I sincerely hope these few words will 
help every reader to see the dire need of 
getting hold of God in prayer. Surely 
the existing conditions of the world to- 
day should cause us to fall on our face 
and cry out to God for souls and for 
overcoming grace. My soul truly is hun- 
gry for more of God and a manifestation 
of His mighty power in a greater meas- 
ure. I realize these things can be brought 
about by fervent prayer. Let us all pray, 
pray, pray and surely God will work in 
a mighty way.

oaks and had the glorious privilege of 
having angels and heavenly messengers 
visit his home. 

We see true and false religion in con- 
trast again as God’s prophet Elijah 
clashed with the prophets of Baal. The 
test that he proposed proved a wondrous 
victory for true religion, and an awful 
defeat for the falsé. 

All through the travels of the children 
of Israel in their Exodus from Egypt to 
Canaan, we note the struggle between 
true and false religion. In all occasions 
where God was allowed to direct they had 
glorious victories. In every instance 
where they became dissatisfied with the 
leadership of Moses, under God, they suf- 
fered defeat. 

We will now come to the Christian 
era. We find Christ in conversation with 
the woman at the well. She spoke of the 
Jews worshipping at Jerusalem and the 
Samaritans worshiping in the mountains. 
Jesus stated to her that the time had 
come that the place of worship would not 
be at Jerusalem, or the mountains, but 
that all true worshipers would worship 
God in spirit and in truth. The Chris- 
tian religion had its origin under spiritual 
influence beginning on the day of Pente- 
cost, but we note from the statements 
made by Christ and the apostles that the 
same condition is to continue through 
the Christian age. 

In Matt. 24 Jesus says, “And many 
false prophets shall rise, and shall deceive 
many. And because iniquity shall abound, 
the love of many shall wax cold.” We 
are taught by the apostles that from 
among them were to spring false teachers 
who would turn away their ears from the 
truth and that people would heap to 
themselves teachers having itching ears 
and would be turned from the truth. 
Peter and Jude and John in their writ- 
ings all collaborate the statement of Paul 
in his statements. The condition all the 
way down between true and false religion 
has been over who shall possess and oc- 
cupy the heart of man. We refer you to 
a quotation in 1 John 4:1-3, “Beloved, 
believe not every spirit, but try the 
spirits whether they are of God: because 
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many false prophets are gone out into the 
world. Hereby know ye the Spirit of 
God: Every spirit that confesseth that 
Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is of 
God: And every spirit that confesseth 
not that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh 
is not of God: and this is that spirit of 
antichrist, whereof we have heard that 
it should come; and even now already is 
it in the world.” 

We see by this that the struggle be- 
tween true and false religion had its be- 
ginning early in the history of the New 
Testament church, and that it is to con- 
tinue until the development of the Anti- 
christ reign. True religion begins on the 
inside of man and will work outward. 
False religion works on the outside and 
can’t get in. We urge everybody to con- 
tend for the faith once delivered to the 
saints and stand for fundamental doc- 
trines of Christianity, or true religion.
